representing a difference between an extended color gamut and a limited color gamut of 
the output medium; and 

recording the residual image on the output medium using a digital encoding 
means such that the residual image and the limited color gamut output print is adapted 
to be used to form a reconstructed extended color gamut digital image, whereby an 
improved image is provided on the output medium. 

Moreover, with regard to claim 1, the applicant states, "the image having image 
information would correspond to the extended color gamut digital image." The applicant 
further states "the purpose of the present invention is to provide a way to store 
information that can be used to recover information that was not recorded in the image 
on the output medium in order to recreate an extended color gamut digital image." 
(pages 9-10 of the Remark filed on 12/8/06). 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations are neither 
suggested nor discussed by the prior art of record.
